16, the States-General” met for difpatch of bufi- 
nefs, when the bufinéfs of mediation “came” before 
the States. At midnight the Affembly adjourned ; 
and on the next day, Friday the ath, they met‘a- 
gain, where, as. far as can be colle@ed, (for the 
Datch Affemblies fit and agitate their affiirs gene- 
rally with great fecpecy) there’ were fach ‘heats and 
animofities, (the: French party being. again recei-

diately on their arrival, however, they were recon- 
noitered, in true military array, bier poudre, and fx 
for immediate fervice, with commanders ia their 
front. Large warehoufes are opened, well ftored 
with accoutrements aod cloathing—here the troops 
are furnithed immediately on their arrival. 

The Patriotic Party are encamped immediately 
behind Sir James Hagris’s houfe at the Hague—the 
perfon and property of our Ambuafiador is in the 
moit alarming fituation, his life being threatened ; 
but molt of his ftate papers, and foine ather ar- 
ticles of yalue have been conveyed to London, and 
are now fafely depofited in the houfe of lis filter, 
the Honourable Mrs Robiofon, in Park Street, 
Weitmintter. ‘ 

The fa@tion have already taken poffeffion of Delft, 
and threaten deitruction to every Englishman who 
fhall prefume to pafs that way ; many of our coun- 
trymen in that neighbourhood have already expe- 
rienced the greateft infults and cruelty.

The banifhment of the French parliapocnt is the 
boldeit ftep as yet taken by the prefent King; the 
very motives which inclined him to take this itep, 
were fuch as would have deterred any other mo- 
narch from it, a {pirit of independence and. liberty 
difcovering itfelf in the members of the faid parla 
ment, a fini which is indeed hoftile to the mea 
fures of a defpotic goverament, but which the na- 
tion of France feems almoft tipe for, and which 
moft in the end prevail. 

The embarrafiment creared by this affair may be 
fuppofed to operate favourably for the Stadtholder. 
France involving herfelf at prefent in a war with 
Praflia, would be a folecifim in politics tao ridicu- 
lous “for any cabinet of minifters to entertain for a 
moment — Mediatisn, therefore, is the word; and 
Pruffia has offered terms, ‘terms which the patriots 
of ifolland fay come from Nimeguen, but where- 
ever they originate, they will be enforced by arga- 
ments pot eafily repelled.
